J. R. Scroggs and Dr. Crowell offered the following 
resolutions, which were adopted: 


kesolved, That it is the sense of this Convention representing the 
two Conferences of the M. EK. Church, South, in North Carolina, that 
in order to secure the patronage of Methodism to her own educational 
institutions they must be at least equal and as far as possible superior 
to any other institutions that can compete with them for patronage 
and support. 

Resolved further, That with the superior equipment of our educa- 
tional institutions with a thoroughly religious faculty and first-class 
equipments it is by this Convention considered necessary that the min- 
istry and the people be faithfulin their devotion to their educational 
institutions by instilling into the young a firm confidence and high es- 
teem for the institutions of the church. 


On motion, the Convention adjourned to 8 o’clock,

NIGHT SESSION, 8 P. M. 


The Convention was called to order by the chairman, 
and Rev. J. A. Cunninggim was requested to preside, and 
conduct religious service. 

The chairman then announced the subject for discus- 
sion, viz: ‘“The Christian Church Contrasted with the 
State as an Educational Agency,’’ and Hon. W. M. Rob- 
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bins addressed the Convention. At the conclusion of 
his speech, he offered the following resolutions whick 
were adopted: 


Resolved 1, That itis the sense of this Convention that no educa- 
tion is complete which does not aim to develop and train the heart as 
well as the inteilect. 

2. That to stem the tide of rationalism and skepticism which is in- 
sidiously corrupting the common thought, it is needful that our young 
people be thoroughly indoctrinated in the principles and spirit of our 
holy and blessed religion. 

3. That the church and her institutions alone are adequate to the 
accomplishment of this essential work. 

4. That the foundations of all our educational institutions should be 
laid in constant and devout prayer to God for his guidance and bless- 
ings.
